He waH placed under arrest and the 
students made no further attempt to 
capture him from the police. He was 
kkter reieaaed ott bood. The Central 
iinlver^ty «MI fitate oollege were en- 
gaged in a game and Hayden was 
loolvIITg on through a crack In the 
fence. Anderson ()rdere<l him away 
and he cursed Anderson. The stu- 
dent guard thereupon ditft blm idtb- 
out further word*. 

Anderson attempted to ehoot a fel- 
low .sttident liy the name of P-radford 
at a football game two years ago wit.li 
even less provocation, llradtord had 
edged his way too far to. the front and 
Anderson, acting 4Ui guard, cursed him 
and he retorted with a sharp remark. 
Anderson knocked him senseless with 
a club and started to shrot him. A 
student by the name of Menit'eo grab- 
bed the pistol and the hammer went 
through Menifee's thumb. The pistol 
was at the time pointing directly to 
the stomach of Dr. Pryor, profe-ssor at 
the college.

Of thla Increase the house conferees 
agreed to $1,605,738 and the senate re- 
ceded from $1,272,277. Th(> bill a.s re- 
ported from conference carries |y,247,- 
030. 

Among the aenate ameodments 
agreed to are the following: 'Ratlflca 

tlon of tbe treaties with the Turtle 
Motintaln Chlppewas; providing for an 
Indian exhibit at the St. Louis exposi- 
tion; authorising the sale of coal and 
asphalt lands fn Indian territory; pro- 
viding for probate courts in Indian ter- 
ritory; provisions with reference to 
various claims, ln< hidinii those of J. 
Hale Kyphor and the late William L. 
Si)riiiger. 

llie Quay amendment directing the 
secretary of the treasury to ascertain 
the difference In the vnluf^ of enrreney 
paid to the Delaware; Indians is chang- 
<■(! by autbori/.in^' the paymSllt Of |160,- 
<X)0 in full for all claims. 

Sevefai amendments stricken out ot 
the bouse bill regarding the payment 
of claims were restored In conference. 
The house amendment extending tli'^ 
time for opening lands on the Uintah 
reservation. Utah, is realore& and fixed 
for March 10, 1906. 

Washington, April 9.— Senate— the 
contracts for cancelling machines used 
by the post office department was de- 
bated at length in tho senate Friday 
in connection with the post office ap- 
propriation bill. Mr. Culberson intro- 
duced an amendment reducing tbe ren- 
tal of the macblnee, and the demo- 
cratic senators oharsed that tho rental 
now paid wan the s.-ime a.s paid under 
the contracts made !iy Ctorge W licsi 
vers when he was chief of tbe salary, 
and allowance dlvlaloy of tbe poet of- 
fice department and that they were 
excessive. Mr. Lodge denied the 
charge saying that there wa^ no proof 
of its truth. The first hours of the 
seaslon were devoted to a dlfectMlon 
by Mr. Patteraon of the Cblneae quea 
tlon In which he maintained that the 
f^xcliislon laws would bo ineffective 
after Deeember 7 unless there was ad- 
ditional legl.slation.

The 
only amendment made to the Ptaillp- 
plne shipping bill waa one extending 
until July-l. 1906, the time when the 
law shall become operative. The bill 
provides that no merchandise or pas- 
sengers, except supplies for the army 
or navy, shall be transported by sea, 
under penalty of forfeiture, between 
ports of the Unl(e<l States and the 
Philippine archipelago, dire<-tly or via 
a foreign port, or for any part of the 
voyage in any except vessels of the 
United States. It does not prohibit, 
however, the sailing of any foreign 
vessel between the United States and 
the PhiliiipiiKs IK r li« tween ports or 
places in the Philippines. Tbe Philip- 
pine coaunlaslon is authorized to Issue 
liceuM^ te dhMie In Hghterage or oth- 
er exelualvely harbor bnslnesa to ves- 
sels or other craft actually engaged 
In such business at tho date stated and 
to vessels or other craft built In tho 
PbllippIneB or in the United States 
a^iril d»Md by dUMBta 6t tbe Vnlted 
states or Inbabitaata ^ the Philip- 
pines. The law doee not impair or 
affect any privilege guaranteed to 
Spanish ships and merchandise by the 
l%i<$'t<ak ty of peace.

The 
commission holds that the railroad in 
carrj'lng out an exclusive contract 
with the Bourbon Stock Yards Co. is 
not violating the Interstate coounerce 
law, and that that law doea not au- 
thorize the commission to make an or- 
der affirmatively requiring a railroad 
carrier to deliver carloads of inter- 
state freight to a connecting carrier. 
The commission saya It la not unlaw- 
ful dIscrlmlaatloB b etwemi ooauBOdi- 
ti«s fbr tbe defisndant to deliver enr- 

loeds of dead freight to the Southern 
railroad for consignees in ixnilsville 
and to refuse to deliver live stock to 
the Southern railroad at Louisville 
when conalgned to the Central stock 
yards. The commission points out that 
its Jurisdiction d5ee not extend to en- 
forcing provisions in the oonslttltim 
of the state of Kentucky.

It com 
prises three separate Instruments 
The first instrument deals With Bgypl 
and Morocco, tho second llHth "New 
Foundlawl and West .\frl(a and the 
third with Slam, the New Hebrldei 
and Madagascar. 

By the terms ol the treaty the prea- 
ent political iRiKtlOB in Morocco and 
la Egypt remains . unchanged, and a 
full agreement Is reported regarding 
Egyptian finances. Great Britain rec- 
ognizes the right of France to guard 
the tranquility of Morocco, whllo 
France will not Impede the action of 
Great Britain in Egypt; and Ghpeat Bri- 
tain adheres to tho convention of 1S8S 
for the neutrality of the Suez canal. 

It is :iur<- 1 tliat public works and 
other undertakings in Egypt and Mo- 
rocco iban remain in the hands of tbe 
respective irtatea. 

In order to assure the freedom of 
the .Straits fif Oilirnllar if i.s agreed 
that no fortitieatiun e.nii be erected on 
the Moro<can cou'-t lutween Mi'Iilla 
and the mouth of Sebu river. The two 
governments promiae mutual aasist* 
anco for the execution of theee ar- 
rangements.

Dan'villb, Ky , April 7 —Col. Thos. 
Marshall Qreeo, one of the beet known 
residents of Central Kentucky, died at 
his home in this city at G o'clock tO' 
night. .Symptoms of diabetes developed 
yesterday, and bis condition qaickly be- 
came so alarming that the members of 
his family were telephoned for. This 
mornrsg be was reported as steadily 
sinkion, and little hope for bia raeovary 

was entertained. 

Col Green was a sou of the late Judge 
John Orsen, a noted Jurist of Oentral 
Kentiu ky in ante-bellum days, and his 
m >ther was a .Miss Marshall, a close reia 
tive of Thomfs F. Marshall. He was 
graduated from Centre College in the 
famous class of 1855, being a classmate of 
John Young Brown, Col. W. C. P. Breck 
inridge and T. T. Crittenden. From hia 
early youth he wu noted for bia fine in* 
tellect, but had been greatly handicap* 
ped through life by deafness. 

After the OItII war Ool. Oreen for 
many years edited the Frankfort Com- 
monwealth. Later he edited a paper in 
Maysville, the Eagle, for many years 
He also did special work for the old Cin- 
cinnati Commercial-Gazette. He wrote 
an article relative to an alleged political 
ring in Anderson County. As a result 
be was attacked on the streets of Lexing 
ton by State Senator Lew Baldwin, of 
Jessamine, and in a fierce fight Baldwin 
waa killed. 

In I'^SO he came into prominence all 
over Kentucky by his prosecution in the 
LouiaTllle coorta of Judge Thomas F. 
Hargis. The Green-Hargis trial was one 
of the most noted legal battles in the 
history of Kentucky. Ool. Green waa 
represented by the late Judge Wads- 
worth, of Maysville; Col. T. W. Bullitt 
and others. The trial resulted in an ac- 
quittal of Hargis. 

Col. Green was also the author of two 
works, "Historic Families of Kentuefcy" 
and "The Spanish Oonapiracy." 

Hia firat wife waa a Miss Butler, of Louia- 
ville. His second wife who survives was 
a Miss Craig, of Danville. He is the uncle 
of Mra. E. W. G. Humphrey and Mrs. 
VV. R. Brown, of Louisville. Ills daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Clarence K. Crawford, also 
livaa in LouiafUla.
